•\VAtmiKcvros, January 13.—Secretary 


Oliiey was turned down by tbe eenate in 
executive eeabion today in hie effort to 
have the vote on the extradition treat- 
iea between thia country and the Orange 
Free State and the Argentine Republic 
reconsidered for the purpose of with- 
drawing the eenate amendments. He 
was beaten at every point. At the con- 
cluBion of a two bourn' session tbe sen- 
ate resolved to atand by its original de- 
cision not to accept the treaties without 
the amendment protecting American 
citizeiia. The secretary had requested 
in a long letter that the senate • amend- 
ments, making thoao treatiea conform to 
custom in these matters, by making it 
optional with this government whether 
its own citizens should DO extradited 
from this country, should be withdrawn. 
Almost tbe entire seemon today was 
given to Bpeechea by members of the 
committee on foreign relations, enowing 
why there should he no change in the 
custom, which had, the speakers said, 
worked well fur over o hundred years. 
Speeches wore made by Senators Mor- 
gan. Bavin and othera, and it was stated 
that tbe committee stood na a unit in op- 
position to tho innovation proposed by 
the secretary of state. 
At the conclusion of these speeches 


the eenate decided without division to 
allow its previous vote, to ratify the 
treaties without amendment, to stand, 
thus itiDorinu the secretary's reouest.

Ready to Report. 


YASUINO-TON, January 
13.—Kepre- 


sentativo Hull'a bill for tho reorganiza- 
tion of the line of the army, which is 
partially based on Secretary Laraont'a 
recommendations, had boeu under dia- 
cussion by tbe house military committee 
(or several days, and today the commit- , 
too decided to report it to the house 
without change. The scheme is to or- 
canteo the nriny.into'ten regiments oj 
cavalry, seven riKimenta of artillery and 
twenty-live of infantry and to hunt tho 
number of enlisted men, including In- 
dian scouts and the hospital corps, to 
30,000. Under this plan an artillery 
regiment is to consist of a colonel, lieu- 
tenant, three malora, twelve captains, 
fourteen first lieutenants, twelve second 
lieutenants, one sergeant major, oue 
quartermaster eergeant, one chief musi- 
cian, two principal musicians and twelve 
batteries. Two batteries of each regi- 
ment may he organized as held artillery 
with additional enlisted oflicers. 


Infantry regiments aro to have the 


same officers and to .consist of twelve 
companies organized into three battal- 
ions. Tho present organization of cav- 
alry regiments is to be continued and 
all vacancies are to be filled by promo- 
tion according to seniority.

OmcAno, January 13.—A Post special 


from Washington Bays: It is under- 
stood that the President is 'Waiting 
definite and specific overtures from the 
Union Pacific reorganization committee 
before issuing a proclamation to initiate 
foreclosure proceedings against the road.

The ieeuu bolwcou congress and the ex- 
ecutive branch, ho said, had been 
sharply drawn by the uuhlic utterances 
of this secretary of utato, denying tho 
right of coiigrceu to csercieutho preroga- 
tive of recognition. Mr. Bacon held 
that the law-making; powgr was tho most 
complete rtiproeBiitntivo of a country fl 
sovereignty, ftud that as recognition was 
a sovereign mil, it properly belonged to 
the law-making brunch. The views of 
Secretary SB ward, upholdingthie princi- 
ple, were cited. Tbe only exclusive eoy- 
enlgn power of the President was m 
crantlng pardons. The recognition ol 
foreign novernmonts heretofore given by 
tbe President bad become effective, Mr. 
Bacon said, through the silent acquies- 
cence of the law-making power. 


Mr. Bacon doclared-that tho logical 


resultl of this claim of exclusive power 
in the President was to make him 
greater in arbitrary power than any 
monarch on earth. It would permit 
him. in caeo of a trilling uprising m 
Manitoba, to recognize a handful of peo- 
ple as constituting an actual covern- 
ment; whilo on the other hand, he could 
withhold recognition from Cuba, al- 
though Cuban independence had be- 
come an accomplished fact. But the 
Senator maintained that no such power 
was given by the constitution to the 
President. In the most public manner, 
Mr Bacon said, tho secretary of state 
had denied the power of congress and 
had announced to tho world that if con- 
gress adopted tho Cuban resolution it 
-would be vetoed by the President. It 
waB practically an announcement to 
congress that ita resolution, if acted 
upon, would bo thrown back in Us face. 
Never before was such a defiance of con- 
gress presented, and if it was to stand 
without protest, there would be at least 
one conapicuoiia precedent for the aa- 
aertion of exclusive executive power.

WAHUIXUTON, January 14.—The wheat 


crop ol Australia for the coming hArvost 
is short. 'So says United States Consul 
Hell at Sydney in a report to the etato 
department, and then bo supplies de- 
tails as follows: 
Tho crop year will end in April next 


for wheat. The crop falls so short of 
the usual crop as to reduce Australia 
from her position as tbo sixth wheat ex- 
porting country on tbe itlobo to about 
the eleventh place. From bein« an ex- 
porter of about 12,000,000 bushels this 
year, Australia will have to import not 
less than 5,000,000 bushels to supply tin 
detlcioncy from short crops. This roia 
fortune to Australia will be of considera- 
ble benefit to our people, not only bo- 
cause the United States will supply the 
chief part of the 5,000,000 deficiency .but 
becauee she will also supply a large part 
of tbe world's deficiency caused by the 
withholding of the 12,000,000 bushels 
usually furnished by Australia.

Vice President Watt, Attorney E. F. 
reeton and the party of directors of the 
n.Franciaco and 6au Joaquin Valley 
ilroad are back from their trip to 
•CBno, where they went laat week to 
nfer with the citizens' committeee 
aviug in charge the work of securing 
;hta of way from Freaiio to Bakers- 
ild. They are not criticising anybody 
particular, and, in fact, speak in a 
caplimeiitary way of the hard work of 
e citizens' committees. Nevertheless 
uch remains to be done to clear up the 
ght of way. 
Vice President Watt and his associate 
rectors have been keeping back some 
od newe about the company's affairs, 
hich explains their hurried trip down 
e valley and their impatience at not' 
aving rights of way settled. The truth 
that the company has been promised 
e money necessary to construct 1G5 
iles south of Fresno, Four men in 
is city have agreed to take tlio Qrat 
,000,000 ol tlie company's bonds, 
aua Spreckels is the leader of this 
cal syndicate, but the names of the 
here are withheld for tbe pteeent. 
The GOOD bonds for $1000 each aro 
eing engraved in New York. These 
onde are to be issued by the Metropoli- 
n Trust Company of New York as 
ustee. The syndicate is said to have 
ecided to take 3000 because of the be- 
et that ¥3,000,000 will build the line 
orn Fresno to Bakersfield. The bonda 
re to run for thirty years at 5 per cent 
tercat. 
The company last summer went to 
ousiderablu expense in preparing final 
urvoys for its extension to Uakorsfield. 
i order to cover as much good territory 
a possible it was decided to build the 
nain line soutli of Freano by way of 
leedley and Viaalia into Bakorsfield. A 
oop was to be built from the main lino 
uree miles south of Freano, swinging 
round via Hanford, to a point on the 
nain line about forty milea north of 
lakeraliokl. 
The right of way of the Hanford line 


„ almost perfected, but on tho main 
oute considerable work remains to be 
one. Mr. SpreckelB and the directors 
aositively assort that it is not asking too 
nuch of the property owners aluiig the 
ixtonsion to give the company a free 
•ight of way, and that if it is not given 
,hoy will not give a single mile of road 
lonth of Fresno. 
It is quite probable that if the rights 


of way on the llanford route are soon 
cleared up it may be selected for the 
nain line to Bakersfleld, and the coun- 
try around Koodloyabandonod. If, how- 
ever, all construction south of Fresno is 
;o bo abandoned this year for lack of 
:lear right of way, it is understood the 
company will immediately make ar- 
rangements for beginning the extension 
from Stockton lo Oakland. Of tho 
$11,000,000 in bonds already mentioned, 
it is tho understanding that about half 
will be spent on the line from Stockton 
ami improving China baein.
